foundation at the last council 
meeting he attended. Its purpose is 
to promulgate the activities of the 
church. 

Bishop Walker, a pastor pasto- 
rium for the Atlanta diocese, was 
consecrated as bishop on Sept. 29, 
1942, in the first Atlanta service 
of its kind in 25 vears. In services 
dating back to the time of Ed- 
ward VI in 1549, he was elevated 
to the position of bishop from the 
rectory of St. Luke’s Church 
where he had served for 11 years. 
However, no special burial serv- 
ices are designated. He will have 
the prayerbook- service afforded 
all Episcopalians. 

Known for his liberal opinions, 
Bishop Walker contended the 
church should take a position of 
leadership in political and social 
life. From the pulpit and in pub- 
lic speeches he urged church lead- 
ership in movements. toward 
world peace and brotherhood. 

Deeply interested in improved 
race relationships, he took an 
active part in social and church 
affairs. He was chairman of the 
biracial committee of the Episco- 
pal General Convention. He was 
_a director of the Southern Region- 


ter of the United World Federal- 
ists and an advocate of world 


‘government as viewed by the 


death when she took his United Nations. 
| This year he was named chair- 


man of the Atlanta chapter of 
the Association for a United 
Church, a group that seeks unity 
of the world’s Protestant churches. 

He is mourned in many quar- 
ters. Messages and callers have 
come in steadily at his office, and 
there are calls coming into his 
former office at St. Luke’s 
Church. 

J. R. Brokhoff, president of the 
Atlanta Christian Council, ex- 
pressed the feeling of fellow 
church leaders in tne following 
statement: 

“The churches of Atlanta mourn 
the unexpected passing of Bishop 
Walker. He will always be re- 
membered for his ecumenical spirit 
and his aggressiveness in social 
issues. We admired him as a bril- 
liant churchman, sound scholar’ 
and consecrated Christian. The 
Christian people of Atlanta join 
with fellow Episcopalians in pay- 
ing high tribute to him and pray- 
ing God’s comfort for his bereaved 
loved ones.” 

The Rev. J. Milton Richardson, | 
rector of St. Luke's Episcopal 
Church. close friend and associate 
of Bishop Walker for many years, 
monday night praised the “noble 
and beloved leader of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church.” 

Rev. Mr. Richardson said: “Few 
of our clergy have combined such 
versatile gifts as did Bishop Walk- 
er. One of the great scholars of 
the Episcopal Church, he was 
also one of its strong preachers. 
He was ever a champion of social 
justice and a strong leader of men. 
Beyond his other talents, however, 
he will be remembered as a great

eee: SEOUL, Korea—Dear Ralph: By the time 
~ this reaches you it may be old news. But I 
thought maybe you might be interested in 
what is going on as cease-fire negotiations finally begin on a face- 
to-face basis. Two hundred correspondents from all over the free 
world are here, fighting like wolves for any grain of news that 
may come out of Kaesong and most of them are pretty sore. 


Into this cage full of journalistic lions last night they threw the 
top negotiator for our side. As you probably know already, he is 
Air Force Col. Andrew J. Kinney of Macon, whose mother, Mrs. 
M. A. Kinney, lives at 859 North Highland Ave., N. E., and I must 


say he did a magnificent job. He was not permitted to say what 


was talked about, but he gave a swell description of how the Com- 
mies met the delegation, escorted them to the place of meeting, 
and how he said, “Well, let’s get down to business,” and the talks— 
momentous in the history of the world—began. 

He handled himself very well—answering every question he. 
could answer, and refusing to answer those he had been forbidden 
to talk about. But he came out of it with the universal respect 
of the press. 


Disturbed The thing that disturbed most of us at the meet- 

ing was that the Communists seem to be trying to 
maneuver the talks in such a way that it will appear that we are 
surrendering. We declared, for instance, that the Kaesong area 
would be a neutral zone, yet Kinney and the other negotiators 
found what seemed to be strong Red forces there. That gives the 
impression that we have come into their territory under a white 
flag to sue for peace. Which just ain’t so. 

Another thing which disturbed the correspondents terribly 
was the fact that no UN news or picture people were allowed to be 
present, whereas it was thought that there were representatives of 
Chinese or North Korean agencies there. But we finally got that 
straightened out—with the promise that when the big talks began 
there would be representatives of the free world press—or there 
would be no representatives of the other side either. 


» oO The trouble is that we run into danger of foul- 
I he Danger ing up the whole negotiation if we get into a 
big fight with the Reds over press, coverage. It might be that 
the Reds would like to tie up the whole business on some such 
issue, and then -go to the Asiatic world with the propaganda that 
the vicious warmongering Wall Streeters, with their captive capi- 
talist press, had sabotaged the peace efforts. 

I hope that in the great competitive fights that go on among 
the members of the free, and sometimes irresponsible, press, that 
this won’t happen. We'll have to wait and see. HAROLD.

Mr. Kettering on the Pessimists 


Pessimism being one of the’ grave afflic- 
tions of our time—and especially in high 
political and business circles—all of us 
could profit by the philosophy of Charles 
F, Kettering, one of the nation’s greatest 
inventors. 

This 74-year-old genius, who developed 
the self-starter and diesel engine among 
other things, doesn’t believe one can imag- 
ine anything optimistic enough to describe 
the future of the country. He. thinks we 
haven't even got started. 

It is a good antidote to the bearish out- 
look of those like Senators Taft and Wherry 
and former President Herbert Hoover, who 
can see progress only in turning back the 
clock to the halcyon days, so called, of the 
1920s. Actually, those days were not so 
good for most people. There was a vast 
army of unemployed even in the most 
prosperous years. Farm income was low. 
There was suffering and misery in the 
midst of plenty. It was, on the whole, a 
one-sided prosperity. 

Mr. Kettering’s advice applies, too, to 


the businessmen and industrialists who see 
nothing but trouble and chaos ahead. Their 
faith in the country does not match Mr. 
Kettering’s. He has little patience with 
those who mourn the passing of the old 
and the.coming of the new. 


If. such people had their way, he de- 
clared, looking into his own personal ex- 
perience, “automobiles would be built with 
steering wheels in the back end of the car.” 
And he might have added there would be 
no social security, no government aid for 
building hospitals, few highways and per- 
haps not even public schools. 


We cannot go forward—politically, eco- 
nomically or otherwise—by clinging blindly 
to the old. 

“In this country,” said Mr. Kettering, 
“we know more about how to do things 
than any other country in the world. 
We've got to keep on learning and trying.” 

And if we put as much energy into try- 
ing as some of our wailers and weepers put 
into bemoaning, we could go ahead faster.

He has asked a group of Georgia's outstanding 
os legislators to write columns in which each will 
discuss whether the General Assembly needs a code of ethics. The 
first is by Rep. Howell Hollis, of Muscogee County, who recently 
helped revise the rules for the House. 


Dear Saint: Your request that I write a guest column for use 
during your vacation is most flattering; but the difficulty of 
writing it makes me happy that I witness the proceedings of the 
Legislature from a member’s desk and not from the press table, 
where you have to turn out one nearly every day. 

The subject you suggested, “The Need for a Code of Ethics 
for the Georgia Legislature,” makes the task doubly difficult, for 
a- discussion of ethics in any field is almost certain to sound 
either sanctimonious or naive. 

The subject suggested itself to you, you said, because of the 
discussion in Congress of a code of ethics for Congressmen. 

At first glance, it seems a sad commentary on our govern- 
mental system that such a code need even to be discussed. On 
the other hand, doctors, since the time of Hippocrates, and law- 
yers, since the earliest days of the Roman law, have felt the need 
to set down on paper certain principles for the guidance of their 
professions. More recently, many other groups have followed suit. 
It would be unrealistic to say that congressmen or state legis- 
lators, whose duties far more deeply affect the public interest 
and who are no less subject to human failings, need no similar 
statement of principles. 


Temptations The question of ethics in the activities of a 
legislator arises most frequently in these re- 
Spects: 

His employment to sponsor a proposed bill, his acceptance of 
money or other favors from private individuals attempting to 
influence his vote; and his acceptance of a position on the state 
payroll. : 

Accepting from private interests money for sponsoring legis- 
lation is certainly to be condemned. But the problem is not so 
simple, particularly for a practicing lawyer. 

Most legislation must, by its very nature, be prepared by a 
lawyer, and a lawyer acquainted with the legislative process 
through membership in the General Assembly is uniquely fitted 
for such practice. Membership in the Legislature should cer- 
tainly prevent no one from pursuing his normal profession, but & 
close distinction -is involved in determining where a legitimate 
fee for legal services ends and an unlawful paymerit for spon- 
soring legislation begins. 

Likewise, it is easy to say, “Thou shalt not take money or 
any other thing for-your vote,” but the problem is not that simple. 
In my experience, the traditional shifty-eyed man with the big 
roll of bills, sneaking down hotel corridors buying votes, is a 
vanished species. Attempts at influencing votes take far more 
subtle forms, and the legislator is wise indeed who can pre- 
determine whether an invitation to dinner is an attempt to put 
him under obligation, to be repaid by a vote, or is simply a ges- 
ture of friendship. 


State Job? Again, working for a department of the state is 
generally as honest and respectable a means of 

livelihood as working for a private employer. 
On the other hand, a legislator who accepts such a job. may 


create an implication, though ordinarily an unfair one, that the 


job was given him for his support of the current administration, 
thus not only damaging his own reputation, but casting discredit 
on the whole General Assembly. Even though most such positions 
are no doubt accepted and held in complete innocence, the ac- 
ceptance by a legislator during his term of office, whether or not 
he resigns to accept it, should probably be prohibited on grounds 
of public policy. 

To conclude, a code of ethics for the Legislature might ‘be 
helpful and desirable, I think, but its author would need the lan- 
guage of a Shakespeare and the wisdom of a Solomon to write it 
in concrete terms. Otherwise, it would result simply in a para- 
phrase of the Boy Scout Pledge, the Ten Commandments and the 
Golden Rule.

Recently, Collier’s published, gratuitously, 
another laudation of Pearson written by Pearson. 
In this, he surrounds himself with a reputation 
for brave and valuable work in the Balkans 
after World War I. Pearson’s compliments to 
himself are subject to a discount of 100 per cent 
on the basis of his proven mendacity. Aware of 
his reputation, Collier’s must have made a delib- 
erate decision to brazen it through. 


Time’s style is capable of deceptive effects. 
In this case it presumed to select the 12 best 
Washington journalists. To cover its tracks, Time 
nominated Arthur Krock, of The New York 
Times, unquestionably one of the few best of our 
time, and several other good reporters, but min- 
gled these worthy fellows with a bunch of noto- 
rious pleaders who have specialized in motivated 
New Deal, Socialist and Communist propaganda 
in a capital knee-deep in corruption, including 
treason.

which it based its selections, Time gave Pearson 
credit for “Quaker righteousness and bulldog 
tenacity” and dismissed his notorious mendacity 
with the admission that his work is “often inac- 
curate.”

About this time, in Washington, Mrs. Mary 
Markward, an undercover agent of the FBI in 
the Communist Party for six years, disclosed that 
Andrew Older, deceased, was one of her com- 
rades in the group. + 

The Washington Post, which publishes Pear- 
son’s “column” and which apologized for the 
treason of Alger Hiss, duly listed Older but did 
not exploit the fact that Older had been a con- 
tributor to its own most prominent political fea- 
ture during three years when Older worked for 
Pearson. Yet, when Older died on Oct. 9, 1950, 
the same Post did not hesitate to say that he had 
been one of Pearson’s staff. This fact was per- 
tinent then. When he proved to have been a 
traitorous reporter it was beneath mention. 

Collier’s and Time have been sporadic in 
their opposition to the Communists. Their spon- 
taneous advertisement of Pearson is not a new 
manifestation of a strange policy.

Craving for Peace Can Be Dangerous 


The craving is for peace without rearmament; and since everyone wants peace and no one likes 
rearmament, it is a natural craving. But it is none the less a dangerous one, and would become 
much more dangerous if a settlement in Korea—should this be reached—were thought to justify it. 
This is exactly what Russia hopes for. A Korean settlement will be the signal for an intensive 
propaganda campaign, designed to persuade “peace-lovers” everywhere that if only the West would 
stop rearming, the one great remaining cause of in ternational tension would disappear. 


It would be nice to helieve this, but the facts 
point in precisely the opposite direction. The 
Korean War did not start because the South Ko- 
reans were provocatively strong, but because 
they were invitingly weak. The North Koreans 
and their Russian sponsors believed that South 
Korea would fall easily to one swift drive—as 
it very nearly did. Had they known that they 
would have to fight a United Nations force, led 
by America, they would almost certainly not have 
attacked. The fruit of easy-going unpreparedness 
in South Korea has been a year of bitter and 
costly war.

Road Signs Don’t

Driving with your children provides a holiday for the small 
fry as well as a deliberate opportunity to educate them sign-wise. 
Following directions on the road markers is a prime method of 
survival. The sooner youngsters learn to read them and heed them, 


* the better off they’ll be. 


Wise parents transfer to their 


‘children a healthy respect for 


these signs that save. Such 
children learn early to obey 
traffic directions; they learn 
that defacing signs is a crime, 
not a caper. They know the 
purpose of markers is protec- 
tion. 


Signs on the highway don't 
just happen. And it is no 
crowd of practical jokers who 
put up the “Soft Shoulder” 
warnings and the “Dangerous 
Curve” admonitions. 


Through scientific studies of 


the habits of traffic and solu- 
tions to directional problems, a 
compact small group of highly 
trained people decide what 
Signs to place where and why. 

Thomas Walbert, traffic en- 
gineer for the state of Georgia, 
showed back-stage activity in 
the highway sign department 
and said, “To sign the roads is 
a lifetime career.” 

The state operates a_ sign 
shop in East Point. Last year 
this group turned out 40,000 
signs of new and reconditioned 
variety, on 10,000 miles of 
paved highway through the 
state, sign crews have painted 
on the reflectorized center line 
for 6,000 miles. An additional 
3,000 miles of roads are marked 
but not reflectorized. 


Mr. Walbert said, “People 
can recognize a sign by its 
shape, as well as by its word-

ing. For example, an octago- 
nal or eight-sided sign, always 
means ‘Stop,’ while a dia- 
mond-shaped .one will be a 
warning to hook out for ‘nar- 
row bridge,’ ‘school’ or other 
traffic hazard.” 


“U. S. Highway markers are 
shaped like a U. S. shield, while 
state highways are marked in- 
side an outline drawing of the 
state itself.” 

Greatest problem of state 
sign crews are the people who 
Shoot, mark on or otherwise 
deface the signs. It’s a legal 
offense to do so, but such cul- 
prits are seldom caught. 

Sixty-one people in the state 
work on signs. This includes 
the traffic engineering section 
which may work or design new 
markers, the maintenance di- 
visions who look after the signs, 
and sign crews who actually 
produce and place the signs. 

“If the state bought its signs 
commercially,” Mr. Walbert 
said, “each sign would cost 
about $8.24. By producing them 
ourselves, the signs cost $3.34 
apiece. If they’re not damaged 
in any way, signs last from 
three to five years before they 
need reconditioning.” 

That’s the story. Road mark- 
ers didn’t just grow there. Ex- 
perts placed them on the road 
for your safety and conven- 
ience. Read them and heed 
them: they save lives by the 
thousands, and maybe your 
own.

Regulation W, along with Regu- 
lation X (the latter restricting 
building loans), was intended to 
limit installment credit.

Thus, other factors are 
involved in the serious slump in 
installment credit business. 
One such factor advanced locally 
is that of “buyers’ resistance.” 
Many dealers join the public in the 
belief that manufacturers have 
just priced their products too high.

Then there is the factor of scare 
buying in the days when shortages. 
appeared imminent. The public! 
stocked up on the things it thought 
would likely be in short supply. 
Dealers bought ‘all they could buy, 
manufacturers turned out more 
goods than in history. 
SURPLUSES ARISE | 
But the shortages did not ma-! 
terialize. The Government's de- 
fense program didn’t move as fast 
as -everybody, all along the line, 
had expected. Vital metal cutbacks 
were not as severe as the manu- 
facturers had anticipated. The 
result was that instead of short- 
ages we actually have tremendous 
surpluses of the things peopte 
normally buy on credit. This has 
contributed to a pronounced buv- 
ers’ market. It’s getting difficult 
to sell. 
The public, fairly well stocked 
up on the things needed and re- 
sentful of high prices, is holding 
back. The seller, for the first time 
in 10 years, is having to sell. For 
many salesmen, the art has been 
forgotten. They are having to 
acquire it all over again. And until 
they do, their business will con- 
tinue to be bad. That’s what some 
observers say. They say more pro- 
motion, more intelligence, more 
service, more courtesy will have 
to be used in selling if merchandise 
is to start moving again.

It is for the psychologist to
